EFFECTS op DIET ON LIQUOR DKINK- 


1KG — (Jbailes Napier, an English scientific 
man, has been testing the truth of Lieblg's 
theory, that liquor di inking is compatible 
with nnlraal food, but not with a farina- 
ceous diet. The experiment was tried upon 
twenty-SP.vei) liquor drinking persons, with 
results subslautiatins the J-ilubig theory. 
Among the more sinking instances of re- 
form brought about by a change of diet was 
that of a gentleman of 00, who had been ad- 
dicted to intemperate habits for thirty-live 
yeuis, his outbuist av^iaging onco a week. 
His constitution was so shattered that he 
had great dilliculty in insuring his life. 
Af- 


ter an attack of delirium treinens, which 
neaily ended fatally, he was persuaded to 
enter upon a farinaceous diet, which, we are 
assured, cured hloi completely in seven 
months, lie seems to have been very thin 
at the beginning of tbe experiment, but at 
the close ol the period named had gained 
twenty-eight pounds, being then of about 
the normal weight for a person of his height. 
Among the articles of food which are speci- 
fied by Napier as pre-eminent for antago- 
nism to alcohol are macaroni, liorlcot beans, 
dried peas and lentils, all of which should 
be well boiled and flavored with plenty of 
bulter or olive oil. 
The various garden 


vegetables are said to be helpful, but a diet 
mainly composed of them would not resist 
the tendency tp Intemperance so elfeclually 
as one of macaroni and farinaceous food. 
From this point of view, high glutinous 
bread would be of great utility, but it should 
not be sour, such acidity being calculated to 
fosler the habit of alcoholic drinking. A 
like remark may be applied to the use of 
Balled food. If we Inquire the cause of a 
vegetarian's alleged disinclination to alco- 
holic liquors, we Sud that tbe carbonaceous 
starch contained in the macaroni, beans or 
oleaginous aliment appears to render un- 
necessary, and therefore repulsive, cai ban 
iu an alcoholic form — .V. J .

A foreign body of soldiers, evon at war with 
us, would not, under such circumstances, 
have boon guilty of such discourtesy, and 
wo are surprised that Mr. llayca did not re- 
sent the Insult by refusing recognition in 
anywise. As military, theso soldiers were 
bound by military regulations, which nec- 
essarily involves dibplay of more than mere 
guidons, and be, as Cotmnander-ln-Chlct, 
should have taught them one of the flrst les- 
80U8 of a soldier, tbe imperative force of 
military regulations. 
Llo should further 


proclaim that hereafter ho will recoguiie 
only those who arc disposed to treat him at 
least with common couitesy, and that if from 
any cause his flag Is to be Ignored, the White 
House shall not furnish a prominent place 
for the Indignity.
